BOARD OF EDUCATION 


With Men Who Know 


Standing at the top of the educational 
line of authority in the Alton public school 
system are the seven members of the Board 
of Education. Elected by the citizens of the 
school district, these men serve as the rep- 
resentatives of the people in a legislative 
capacity in the determination of school poli- 
cies. They have been endowed with the 
powers necessary to organize and manage the 
schools. This group places the actual de- 
tailed management of the schools in the hands 
of a competent chief administrator, the su- 
perintendent of schools. His relationship to 
the board is defined, authority delegated to 
him, and he is held responsible to the board 
for results. The superintendent, with the aid 
of specially trained officers for his administra- 
tive and supervisory staff, works with the 
principals, the principals with the teachers, and the teachers with the students. All are necessary 
parts striving to produce satisfactory results in carrying out the policies of the administration. With 
this machinery in efficient operation, the true purpose of the schools is accomplished — that of 
making it possible for the youth to learn how to solve the ever-increasing problems of a complex 
society. 

The Board of Education is composed of men who arc prominent in the business and profes- 
sional life in the City of Alton. Its president, Mr. C. J. Schlosser, a certified public accountant, 
heads an accounting business. Mr. H. Edward Meyer, secretary of the board, is Secretary and Fi- 
nance Director of the Home Building and Loan Association. Mr. E. K. Elfgen is owner of the 
City Fuel and Supply Company. Mr. R. L. Goulding is President of the E. H. Goulding Company. 
Mr. E. L. Hull is President of the Community Dairy. Dr. F. A. Morrison is an obstetrician. As 
these positions would indicate — these men are occupied with the operation of their own businesses 
— no small responsibility these days. But these men have taken the time from their business and 
social obligations to serve as members of the Board of Education without financial remuneration. 
Meeting twice a month for regular meetings and at frequent special meetings, these men devote 
many hours of their time to the business of the Alton Public Schools. Because of an expanded 
building program necessitated by the rapid increase in the student population in the city and the 
desire to make the Alton system efficient in meeting the educational needs of boys and girls, we are 
confident their problems have been increased. To them, we express our sincere thanks and gratitude 
for their efforts in our behalf.

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In October, 1947, Mr. J. B. Johnson stood on the top rung of the Alton educa- 
tional ladder when he was appointed Superintendent of Schools, climaxing a wide 
experience in the Alton school system since his arrival in Alton in 1929.

The cafeteria staff performs a valuable and efficient service to the school in serving approximate- 
ly 1000 students and faculty members each day. Miss Jane Henry is in charge of the cafeterias in 
all the schools and Miss Mary Sidwell is in charge of the high school organization which besides 
the adult staff includes between forty-five and fifty student assistants. 

Three bags of potatoes are used daily or fifteen one-hundred pound bags each week. Forty pies 
are baked daily, nine long pans of cakes, three gallons of pudding, one gallon of jello, and four 
cases of vegetables. Twenty-five pounds of flour are used daily for gravy. Meat loaf requires 110 
pounds. When fish is served 140 pounds arc required. One thousand bottles of milk are used 
daily. 

The Thanksgiving menu is always an anticipated event with turkey and all the fixings. Special 
decorations arc used for other holidays which add to the appearance of the cafeteria.
